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MEATS'MUST NOW BE LABELED 
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HONORING A MODEST EDIBLE. 



Frankfurter Sausage or Westphalia Hams 
Made In Chicago aro Prohibited. 

Washington, Sept, 21, — Further rulings 
in connection with tbo enforcement of the 
meat inspection law after Oct. 1, have been 
made public by tbe secretary of agricultuie 
and give an idea of what consumers aro to 
expect hereafter when purchasing meat 
products, particularly canned Roods, Any- 
thing savoring of n false or deceptive name 
will not be tolerated, and no picture, de- 
sign or device which gives nny false indi- 
cation of origin or quality will be permitted 
upon any label, ns for example the picture 
of a pig appearing on a label placed upon 
beef products, or the picture of a chicken 
upon the label of n veal or pork product. 

Geographical names are allowed to be 
used only with tho words : "cut," "type, 1 ' 
"brand" or "stylo," ns the, case' may be, 
except upon foods produced or manufactur- 
ed in the place, state, territory or" "county 
named. For instance, "Virginia ham" 
must ho. marked ".Virginia style bam;" 
"English Brawn" must bo "English style 
brawn," "Westphalia ham" must bo 
"Westpboliastylo bam." Tbo word "ham" 
without a prefix indicating the species of 
animal is considered by tbe department to 
bo a pork ham, but trimmings removed 
from tho ham and used in the preparations 
of potted meats or saugage, or when used 
alone may ho known as "pot tod ham," or 
"ham sausage." 

Frankfurter sausage no longer can bo 
known as such, but must be called "Frank- 
furter stylo sausage," Tho rules clearly 
define what constitutes pare lard, hut pre- 
.scribe that a substance composed of lard, 
stearin or other animal fat, aud vegetable 
oil, may bo labeled "lard compound," 
Among tbo restrictions are tbo following: 
"Picnic bams" cannot bo called "liama," 
hut may be called "picnics" or "plcnlo 
shoulders:'' "liltlo pig sausage" may bo 
called' "liltlo pork sausage" or "pigmy 
sausage;" extract of beef must bo actually 
made from beef, and veal loaf cannot bo 
called such unless the meat used Is veal 
oaly,' The same rules apply to either can- 
ned products and manufacturers aro warned 
that tho rulings do not exempt them from 
the enforcement of the state, laws.

Washington, Sept. 25, — Armed Intervene j 
tion in Cuba is believed to be at bajS 
government othdul s here, and -th e d ay. wTfs' 
marked by. preparations of thcaigu) -stren- 
uous order to increase by every man avail- 
able the already formidable fighting force 
of American soldiers nnd marines now tn 
the war ships in Cuban waters, 

Three more big battlo ships will sail to- 
morrow for* Havana rtnd as fast as they can 
be put aboard ships 1,500 extra marines 
nnd 2,000 bluejackets will depart for- the 
same city. War ships that have been, re- 
tired are being put into commission hur- 
riedly nnd there is more activity in tbo 
Army and Navy departments thnn at any 
time since the Spanish- American war. 

The battle ships which go to Cuba at 
once are the Indiana and Kentucky, which 
left Province tow n, Mass., tonight, and the 
Rhode Island at Boston. .The retired war 
ships which ure being returned to commis- 
sion are the Texas, recently laid up at tbe 
Norfolk, Va., navy yard, tbe cruiser Brook- 
lyn and tbe auxiliary cruisor Prairie, now 
at Boston. These ships are needed ns trans- 
ports more than fighting craft and, consa- 
qucntly, their fitting out will not tako long. 

Tbe cruiser Columbia, on which Secretary 
Root is returning to this country from Co- 
lombia, will be fitted for transportation of 
troops immediately on his transfer to a 
smaller atrip at tho mouth of the Potomac, 
It is expected that the Columbia will be 
available for the use of troop9 not Inter than 
Tuesday next. 

Witji the 2,000 sailonand'1,500 marines 
ordered: to Cuba today nnd the 1,200 ma- 
rines and 8,000 soldiers already in Cuban 
waters, there will be a total of 7,700 men 
ready to invade and occupy the island whan 
President^ Roosevelt gives the. signal to 
disembark. . 

Five hundred marines from the Atlantic 
fleet will sail tomorrow on the battle ships 



Indiana nnd Kentucky from Provincetown, 
jMass.; 800 or 000 marines will Bail on 
.Thurcdny from Boston, Norfolk nnd Phila- 
delphia and the remainder wilt probably 
leave New Orleans for Havana on a Mor- 
gan Line Steamer scheduled to leave (here 
Saturday, arrangements for transport serv- 
ice having been made with that company. 

Orders were first issued for 1,000 marines 
from tbo various stations along the Atlantic 
coast to proceed to Cuba, but following dis- 
patches from Secretary Taft indicating that 
ho bus little hope of an amicable settlement, 
500 additional marines from the north 
Atlantic fleet were instructed to prepare 
for Cuban service. 

Tbe American warships which sail on 
Thursday will be the cruiser Brooklyn the 
battleship Texas and the converted cruiser 
Paririe, The, Praririe will carry marines 
from Pottsinoutb, N. H., Boslon, and 
Newport, R. I. On tho Brooklyn and 
Texas will be marines from the New York 
navy yard, from League Island, Port 
Royal, S, C, Annapolis, Washington, 
Norfolk aud Chnrlston. Tho Morgan 
liner will carry Peneacola and New 
Orleans marines. 

Both nnvnl and army officers seemed to 
lose all hope of a peaceful settlement of 
the Cuban difficulties after the receipt of 
dispatches announcing that Secretary 
Taft is much discouraged over the situation 
and believes tbat force must be used to re- 
store peace in Cuba. Brigadier General 
G. F. Elliott, commandant of the Marine 
Corps, was in conference many times dur- 
ing the day with Acting' Secretary New- 
berry of the .Navy Department, and Ad- 
miral Convene, chief of tbe bureau of 
navigation. Colonel Willinm'W, Wether- 
spoon of tho general staff of the army and 
several other army officers connected with 
tbe genernl staff were in consultation with 
Admiral Converse and other prominent 
ofticen in the navy department.

Permanent Trellis of Wire, 

The scarcity of bean poles forces me 
to resort to other menns of giving sup- 
port to my limn benns, snys a gardener 
In Farm and Fireside. At one time I 
thought wc could get around the dif- 
ficulty by ptnutlng the newer bush 
limns, Tho latter however have never 
given roe more than a frnctlon of the 
crop that I can nnd do get from my 
"pole" limns, nnd now I plant the lat- 
ter exclusively. They nro trained to a 
pout, wire nnd string trellis. 

Posts should bo set (Irmly, and not 
too fnr apart. I use galvnnlted wire 
of fair strength nnd find It good for a 
number of years. It has to stand quite 
a strain, as the lend of thrifty vines Is 
very heavy, nnd I, therefore, give ns 
much support, by supplementary stakes 
(between tho posts), as Is convenient 
The wires are made to rest In a crotch 
at tho upper end of the pole or stake. 

To make the trellis still stronger, I

now put several rows side by side, and 
connect the posts and stakes ncross the 
rows by cross strips fastened high 
enough to allow the horse In cultivat- 
ing to pass under It 

For each row I stretch two wires, 
one about six Inches nbovo the ground 
surface, the other nbout Ave feet from 
the ground, Common bludcr twine Is 
wound zigzag n round the two wires. It 
makes a useful and quite ornamental 
support for the llmas, nnd the vines 
take readily, particularly and renin rk- 
ably so, to the strings, even without 
much assistance or coaxing on the part 
of the grower. 



Superiority of tho Mule. 

The mule Is less nervous than the 
horse nnd therefore loses less energy In 
useless fretting. In fact one of the 
chief characteristics of the mule Is his 
ability to take cure of himself under 
nil circumstances, snys Farming. Much 
of ttie apparent shirking which Is 
charged against tho mule Is an Inborn 
tendency to husband his strength and 
make every effort count. The result 
of this Instinctive care on the part of 
the aiuie Is that ho la able t6 turn out 
more work than would be possible for 
n lior.se of the same weight under the 
same conditions. The mule Instlnctlvc- 
lly avoids holes, sharp obstacles, barbed 
wire fences and various other forms of 
dnuger which are not so successfully 
avoided by horses; It Ih a matter of 
common observation that In Instances 
where mules run away they seldom In- 
jure themselves to any serious extent 



Value of a Silo. 

It is very Important to provide some 
means by which the dairy cow can be 
supplied with good food at all seasons 
of the year In Order that she may yield 
milk most economically. Such medium 
may be found In the silo which fur- 
nishes a place for the storing of food. 
In the form of silage. It Is a well- 
known fact that the nearest an Ideal 
food that can bo obtained for the dairy 
cow Is good pasture; but for several 
months In , the year green pasture Is 
not available. At Btich times tho best 
substitute are corn Bllngo \aud such 
roots as mangels nnd turnips. Corn 
yields an average of twice as much 
dry matter per aero as root crops; nnd 
since the latter involve much more la- 
bor, and greater expense, silage Is far 
more economical.

This Is a cheap way to make a good 
corn shelter. Get a poplar plank six 
inches wide, one Inch thick and three 



expenditure of only two kilograms of 
the material per hour. These trials are 
under the direction of nn experimental 
gardening association. 



Winter Wheat. 

The Importance of tho winter wheat 
crop becomes more apparent when we 
consider that tho annual production of 
the country Is from 100,000,000 to 1G0,- 
000,000 bushels greater than tho nnnunl 
yield of spring wheat, and that nbout 
twenty- four Btatcs nnd territories grow 
winter wheat exclusively, whllo only 
eleven grow spring wheat, and eight 
produce both crops together. Some of 
tho advantages In growing winter 
wheat over rnlslng spring wheat area 
more convenient distribution of farm 
work; tho conservation of soil fertil- 
ity by tho growing crop during the time 
the land would otherwise he baro; n 
better development of the crop, as It 
generally matures before the dry and 
hot weather of summer, and the pro- 
duction usually of heavier yields. The 
avcrago yields per acre In tho states 
growing winter wheat only are not 
generally ns large as In the states pro- 
ducing spring wheat exclusively, but 
the better -yields, as n rule, In tho re- 
gions whore both crops are grown nre 
obtnlncd from winter wheat— Amcrl* 
can Cultivator. 



Dees and Mmoklnar. 
Many times bees are smoked more 
than Is necessary ; perhaps, because not 
every one knows that during a nectar 
flow some honey Is lost every time n 
hive Is opened, says Farming. When 
bees nro smoked they fill themselves 
with honey and If so much smoke Is 
used that most of the bees In the hire 
at that time take honey. It will be 
more than nn hour before It Is redepos- 
ited Into the cells and the regular work 
resumed. Bees sometimes gather nec- 
tar enough to mnko a pound of honey 
an hour, so one can see that It would 
be quite a loss If every colony In n 
fair sized nplnry were smoked enough 
to Interrupt the work for one hour. 



fletllnsr Fence Posts. 

Some farmers argue that it is best to 
set posts early in the fall, when tho 
ground Is solid. Of course, a post enre* 
fully set at nny time will remain In Its 
place, but the fall season is rcnlly a 
much worse time than In the spring. 
Digging the hole makes the soil loose, 
and If done In the fall It has not time 
to become compact again. Water fil- 
ters down through the loose soil, which 
will raise the post it little every year 
until It throws It out altogether. If 
tho soil has time to settle It absorbs 
loss moisture, nnd after the first year, 
If the heaving out has not already be- 
gun, It will rarely begin.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS THE n***™? of vew. 
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All reports of trouble to the contrary 
uotwitbutnuding. it is safe to say that this 
country is not going to actively intervene 
in Cuba unless it has to. Tho foreign press, 
especially that "of France, hns ticketed the 
revolution na an annexation movement. 
This is probably quite true, but the Presi- 
dent's move in sending Secretaries Taft 
and Bacon to investigate the facts on the 
spot has uncovered a state of nuTairs thnt 
will tend to make for Cuban peace without 
the need of annexation by this country. U 
seems that President Patmn, and those as- 
sociated with him, huvo been -doing the 
usual thing in making tho job of govern- 
ment pay a good deal more than the of- 
ficially announced salary. This is a de- 
plorable state of affairs it is true, but it is 
one that has to he reckoned with in most 
latin-American administrations, and it ia 
merely a coarser form of graft from which 
this country is not altogether exemDt. Our 
municipal and national officers may some- 
times take what they find laying around 
loose, but in Cuba, and other South Amer- 
ican countries, ns in various parts of China, 
the "public office is a private snap." and 
the office-holders believe most innocently 
that it is to be worked for all it is worth. 
Now tbnt the President has sent bis ac- 
credited agents to Havana, President 
Pal ma hns suddenly decided that of the 
two evils it would bo the teaser one to com- 
promise with the insurgents, than to have 
his administration thoroughly investigated. 
Advices, real advices this time, have been 
sent to the commanders in the Geld to sus- 
pend nil hostilities and if possible, to come 
to an agreement with the rebels even 
though this should necessitate a resigna- 
tion of the President and bis Cabinet, and 
n re-holding of tbo majority of tho elections. 
This country hna had trouble enough in the 
Philliptnes without wanting to take up the 
"White Man's Burden" in Cuba. It 
would help n great many American inter- 
ests if we had free trade with Cubn t oreven 
ns free trade as we have now with Porto 
Rico, but this country does not want Cuba, 
and it did not evnenate tho island with the 
intention of going hack and resuming con- 
trol at the earliest opportunity. There is 
an abundant naval force within easy reach 
to tjutmch nny sort of a revolution and take 
ovei\Cuba, soul and body, if we so desired. 
There are seven warships either in or close 
to Cuban waters, and it would he a matter 
of twenty-four hours to land 4,000 men on' 
the island, but this government will not 
even exercise its police rights, grunted by 
the Plait amendment, except in case o! 
iast resort, and President Palum's skeletons 
will be safe in the family closet, so far ns 
this' government is concerned, for a long 
time to come. Cuba will bo given all the 
chance she wants to settle her internal dif- 
ferences without our help, and if the United 
States is forced to land troops there, every- 
one may be well assured that it will be 
done reluctantly and because there is no 
other way out. of tho difficulty.

The full horror of the mnaincra at 
Slodlco will never bo known. The olll- 
dill report Is tlint 100 were killed, liut 
this Is far beluwt ho total, Whole 
■blocks of houses were burned and tre- 
mendous duiiiugo wits ilotto by Khells 
from tlio bnttnry of artillery tlint Ami 
recklessly Into the mob. 

All this, however, Is merely Incident' 
nl, being ns nothing when compared, to 
the awful details of that Hiisslnn tra- 
gedy. A terrible feature of the woo of 
Sleillce is that ninny person* died of 
thirst. The drunken nohllers and pollco 
elentiwl out blocks, leaving only the 
dead mid won tided bo lit ml. Many nf 
these buildings wetv not entered Tor live 
days mid It Is said twenty bodies of 
men ami women, who died from their 
wounds and thirst, have been picked 
tip. 

One Jewish girl was foil ml uncon- 
scious on the Hoik* under :t water fau- 
cet. Two policemen had broken both 
her legs and cut her In the ."hie with 
a swurd, She had dragged herself 
across the floor, but was unable to vise 
to the faucet. There she lay lu agony 
fur nearly live days, yhc revived Just 
long enough to gasp "Witter! Water!" 
and then died. 

An old white-headed .lew, one of the 
wen It I) lest 111011 lu the city, was found 
dead in it bathtub In his house. He had 
hrou shot twice lu the body anil ovi- 
dence. was found showing he luul spent 
two or three days helpless 011 the din- 
ing room tloor. Blond tdots showed 
where he had dragged himself to the 
bath room. Apparently, lit a delirious 
ecstasy At getting water, he had turned 
on the faucets, struggled over the side 
Into the bath and was drowned, 

A few dnys ago, with a prayer for 
Russian freedom on tholr lips, Sena He 
Konopllanlkovo, the girl who assassin- 
ated Gen. MIn Aug. 28 in the I'oterhof 
railroad station, walked with llrui step 
up n scaffold and was hanged. Whtin 
the black cup was being pulled on the 
girl In a loud voice called; "Long live 
the social revolution for land aud lib- 
erty !" 

WRECKED BY DYNAMITE. 



CUBA MUST BE GOOD. 



Explosion nt Jrlllco, ivim., D<H>a 
f 1,000,000 Dnmnite. 

A terrific dynamite explosion nt Jclllco, 
Tenn,, en used the Ins-, of nt least nine 
lives and more or less seriously injure*] 
not less than fifty people. Property dam- 
age cm ti mn ted at $1,000,000 was done and 
the town of Jclllco, Ky., was ^radically 
destroyed. At lisnst JiOO people tire home- 
less. Without exception every business 
lions? in the town Is either totally wreck- 
ed or badly damaged, The union station 
of the Southern railway and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, located about 
100 yards from the scene of the explo- 
sion, was shattered to splinters, This cut 
off all telegraphic communication and 
news of the explosion was bundled by 
telephone. 

The explosion occurred upon the Ken- 
tucky side of .Tellico. and in consequence 
every business lions*; on that side of tin) 
town was wrecked. Not one was spared. 
A large nundicr of resiliences locnted near 
the railroad 011 the Kentucky side were 
demolished. As a result it is estimated 
that one-seventh of the population of the 
two Jellicos Is homeless. 

A car Killed with dynamite, and con- 
signed to the Band Powder Company, -was 
brought in by the Southern railway from 
the direction of Kuoxville and was side- 
tracked In the yards used jointly by the 
Southern railway and the L. & N. [t is 
believed that the explosion was caused 
from spontaneous combustion lu the car. 
The spot where the car stood is marked 
by a crevasse in the earth fully twenty 
feet deep and about thirty feet in diame- 
ter. 

Word was received in Winnipeg, Man., 
of a dynamite explosion, which occurred 
on the rlRht of way of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway near Finmark, northwest- 
ern Ontario, in which five were killed out- 
right and six Injured. A gang of Finland- 
ers was engaged In tunneling, according 
to one story, when the premature explo- 
sion of a large quantity of dynamite oc- 
curred

The 
Pulmn in Itni nisi i-.i 1 Inn bus fulled to 
deal effectively with the rovolr, wblVh 
Is now widespread, 111 en net ng the In- 
dustrial, kocIiU 11 ml political order of 
the whole Island. 

The first serious interna I ipnitl phase 
plvcn to the Cuhau sUimtioti came, 
when three companies of United States 
murines were lauded from the cruiser 
Denver, 11 1 the sul I citation of charge 
d' Affaires Sleeper, acting in conjunc- 
tion with President Pnhna. It was 
represented to the Comiutuider Col well 
that the marines were needed to pre- 
serve order ami safeguard American 
Interest!* nml they at once took up 11 
position in Hiivuna ctiuima tiding tlic ap- 
proaches to President Pn linn's execu- 
tive, mansion. As koou 11 s the authori- 
ties at Washington were advised of 
this proceeding orders were promptly 
Issued directing the withdrawn] of the 
marines, with the exception of n guard 
to be stationed nt the United States le- 
gation luillding. To .allow the troops 
to remain around the imin'cc of the 
President would be construct!, It waa 
feared, as an act of Intervention by 
the United States and as one favoring 
the Palma government. It was so con- 
strued by the Insurgents lu the field, 
many of the leaders of whom offered 
to surrender to the United States mi- 
thorlty on hoard the. cruiser Denver. 
The withdrawal of the murines, how- 
ever, with the exception of the guard 
stationed nt the legntiou, obviated this 
entangling difficulty. 

Flrnt Step Toivnril Intervention* 

The second mul most Imtwrtiint de- 
velopment lu the situation came when, 
at a conference held at Oyster Bay be- 
tween the President mul Secretaries 
Bacon, Tuft and Bonaparte, represent- 
ing the State, War and Navy Depart- 
ments, It was decided to send Secre- 
tary Toft and Secretary Bacon to Culm 
to Investigate the conditions there and 
lend their good offices lu establishing 
peace. 

President Roosevelt in a letter to 
Senor'Qnesiula, Cuban minister to the 
United States, clearly sets forth the po 
sltlott of our government relative w 
present conditions on the Inland. In 
this letter the President professes Ids 
good will and that of the American 
people toward Cuba and thou defliies 
our responsibility lu tlm matter. 

This nation, says tho President, asks 
nothing ot Cuba, save that It shall con- 
tinue to deovlop us It has developed dur- 
ing the past seven years, that It shall 
know ami practice this orderly liberty 
which will assuredly bring an ever-In- 
creasing uicnsure of pence und proajierity 
to the beautiful queen of the Antilles. 
Our intervention in Cuban affairs will 
only come if Cuba herself shows that she 
has fallen Into the Insurrectionary habit, 
that she lucks the self-restraint necessary 
to peaceful self-government and tlint her 
contending factions have plunged the 
country into anarchy. 

I solemnly adjure nil Cuban patriots to 
band together to sink all differences and 
personal ambitions and to remember that 
the only way that they can preserve the 



Independence of the republic is to prevent 
the necessity of outside Interference by 
rescuing It from the anarchy ot civil war. 

I" earnestly hope that this word or ad- 
juration ot mine, given In the name of tho 
American people, the staunches! friends 
and well-wishers of Cuba that Micro are 
lu all the world, will be taken nu It Is 
meant, will Ira seriously considered and 
will he rtctcd upon and If so acted upon 
Cuba's permanent Independence, her jwr- 
uianeiit success ■ as a republic, are as- 
sured. 

Under Ihe treaty with your government 
I, 11s President of the United States, have 
a duty in Ibis matter which I cannot 
nit Irk. The third article of that treaty 
explicitly confers upon^hr United Slates 
the right lo Intervene for the maintenance 
in Cuba of n government adequate for the 
protection of life, properly mid individual 
liberty. The treaty earifcrrlng this right 
Is the supreme Inn* of the land nnd fur- 
nishes me with the righl and the nienns of 
fn Hilling Ihe obligation lliut 1 am under to 
protect American Interests, 

The Information at hand shows that the 
social bonds throughout t!n> island have 
been so relaxed Mint life, property and In- 
dividual liberty are no longer safe. I 
have received authentic information of 
Injury to and destruction of American 
properly. It Is In my Judgment impera- 
tive fwr the sake of Cuba that there shall 
be 1111 immediate cessation ot hostilities 
aud some nrningetnenls whjeh will secure 
the permanent pacification of the island.

SIX HUNDRED JUNKS SUNK.

The entire fleet ot U00 fishing Junks 
sailing from Hongkong wns lost in the 
typhoon, Increasing the death toll to 10,- 
000 persons. Practically all the Bnluehls- 
tau troops and 300 of the West Kent reg- 
iment are co-operating in clearing away 
the wreckage of the typhoon. 'Prodigious 
efforts are being made to recover the 
bodies, which nre being carried "off In 
cnrtloods. The full extent of the typhoon's 
havoc Is not yet known, hut conservative 
estimates place the material damage at 
$'J0,000,000. 

Beports of disnsters at sea nre constant- 
ly being received. The steamer Albatross, 
with fifteen passengers on board, founder- 
ed near Futnamen pass. Only six pussen- 
K«rs and two ot the crew were saved. They 
swum ashore. The steamer Hongkong 
also was lost, and Us entire crew Is miss- 
ing. Tho steamer Ylng Fat, from Sum- 
chun, foundered and I'M passengers and 
ten of Its crew nre missing. Only two 
of the crew are said lo have been rescued.

A seoro of 
wounded negroes, live of whom will illy, 
are In the hospltul. 

The poiico und tiro depart incuts wore 
ppwerlesa to wipe with the ultnntlou 
and' ut midnight Governor Terrell is- 
sued an onlur culling out eight coni- 
l.itiiicH of the Fifth Iiirnn try aud 0110 
battery or light artillery. 

From 13,000 to a),000 white men mid 
boys nrineil with rifles, iv vol vers 11 nil 
clubs Riirged ttiroiigli the streets fre- 
tuieutcd by negroes Kenrcliliig far 
blacks. The county Jul], lu which sev- 
eral negroes held on charges of attack- 
ing wlilli* women uiv eon lined, waa 
threatened und terror reigned through.-, 
out Atliiutil generally. 

The uttitekM on women Saturday fol- 
lowed two others of n similar nature 
within the week am] ut least half n 
dozen others with in the last two mouths 
and brought 11 cllniirx Sunday nlghL 
The mob In; pin its work early lu the 
evening, pulling negroes from street 
cars und beating them with clubs, 
bricks mul stones. Xegro men and 
women riding to their homes after tho 
work of the day were torn from tho 
cars or attacked on the streets. In n 
few cases negroes retaliated during tho 
early pnrt of the night, but after 10 
o'clock they were scarce In public 
places. The lire department was colled 
out to dta]HM*sc the mob on Decatur 
street, u street most /roptcutcd by ne- 
groes, 11 ml for n time sceuicd to hold 
tlio crowd at bay. 

The disturbance soon took the form 
of nn active ami bitter race war. Tho 
Incidents of the dny, which were given 
lu numerous extras by the local pa pom 
early Sunday evening, added Immensely 
to the usual Saturday night crowds ou 
the strecti*. A negro wulklng along 
"Whitehall street, the principal shoii- 
plug section, was attacked about 7 
o'clock, beaten ami cschikhI .with fmv 
clothes. The news of this attack spread 
rapidly and within 11 fir moments tho 
upisjarance or a negro '..as the algiul 
for a riot. The negroes sen tiered from, 
the, streets, going to their homes by 
bock alleys or lluekod to Decatur street, 
the ITOiae of the tougher negro element. 

Soon street cars were attacked and 
negroes going to their homes w.ire 
taken front the ears and lien ten, ntnmp- 
edaipon and lu 111 tiny cases fatally hurt 
The barber shops where negroes were 
employed next boenmc objects of nt- 
tiiek. One of the hardest lights of the 
night took place iiIkuU the iiostofllee; A 
negro barber shop across the street was 
the object of attack, mid 1 11 less time 
than It takes to tell It the shop was 
wrecked and the negroes wore beaten, 
one to deuth, the other proprietors es- 
caping by aid or the police, 

On Peters street, near the terminal 
railroad station, 11 hard tight took place. 
This was started by a negro shooting 
nt the crowd from n second-atory win- 
dow. A brick tilt lilin und he fell back 
nnd died in 11 few limiuents. Otic negro 
who was found with 11 pistol lu Ills 
band was beaten to tlen lb ou the For- 
Hvthe street viaduct, lu the center ot 
the city. 

Certain It Is that Atlanta experi- 
enced the wildest night In her history. 
Not one of the negroes killed, a press 
dispatch says, had anything to do with 
the attacks ou white women which e*t 
the lynching spirit nil nine. Nearly a 
senro of attacks 011 white women by 
negroes in two months, three of thctn 
Snturday night, had put the whites lu 
such a state of mind that the question 
of a negro's Innocence was not consid- 
ered. He was a negro, nnd the cry was 
"kill lilm." 

Suaduy night Atlanta, was In tho 
hands of soldiers, seventeen companies 
of mllltla from all over the State being 
In control of the streets. 

Seven negroes and n white man were 
killed In Memphis, Tenn., within twen- 
ty-four hours ub the result of fights.

Small bogbouses are more desirable 
than large ones, when large, too 
many hogs congregate In them when 
the weather Is cold.

In the 
month of August more weeds and un- 
desirable plant* can be killed than In 
any other month of tbo year. This 
applies to briars, bushes, willows, etc

Burn over tho old strawberry bed 
and row It In some way. Plow out so 
as to leave rows about ten -Inches wide 
every three feel, thou barrow It down, 
so new rows will he formed.

■alt, and will hunt for salt licks, alka- 
li, or other partial substitutes, If It Is 
denied tlvom. Ah a rule, we think sheop 
consume less salt when the* have con- 
stant access to It than when It la fed 
to them Infrequently. 



Heeding Alfalfa. 

The success of alfalfa depends so 
largely on tho condition of land when 
seed are planted that very Intelligent 
care should now ho given to prospective 
alfalfa flclda that are to be seeded tbls 
fall, li tho land baa been In small 
spring grain and is hard and compact, 
the first summer plowing given It 
should not be over deep, or clods will 
be turned up which no summer rains 
will pulverize. Turn plowing to a depth 
of three to Ave Inches, followed by u 
second plowing of greater depth wben 
a good season Is found In tho upper or 
surfaco soil, will bo found thoroughly 
practical and will do much *o guaran- 
tee tbo rapid growth and strong devel- 
opment of tho young plants this fall. 
Wo would much rather have as a seed 
bed for alfalfa a four-Inch soil well 
moistened and thoroughly fined by har- 
rowing, than a six-Inch freshly plowed 
mass of half moist, lao.se soil particles 
through which the hot September air 
circulates with destructive effect. On 
unplowcd alfalfa laud at this dute give 
only normal plowing, with thorough 
harrowing, and If later seasons are 
good plow deeper and so "cinch" tbo 
season for tbo use of the crop. — Farm 
nnd ltiiin.ii.

III Arlmmn nnd Mont nun. 

On several of the big government -irri- 
gation projects now under construction 
pains have been taken to give employment 
to large numbers of Indiana living near 
the works. In connection with every pro- 
ject the government finds it necessary to 
undertake more or less roud building, and 
It Is principally on this work that tbe In- 
dians arc employed. Others, mora accus- 
tomed to labor, have employment on the 
canals and at tho dam sites. In tbls way 
they are enabled to earn a living and to lit 
themselves to become self-supporting when 
the government moves from the field and 
they arc thrown on their own resources. 

In Arizona several hundred Apache In- 
dians are now employed In road building 
and on other works connected with the ir- 
rigation system. When this project Is 
completed and the land* are taken up by 
settlers, the Indians, or many of them, 
will be able to find employment with the 
settlers, tie there Is much work to be dono 
before the Irrigated lauds are converted 
into productive fields. In Montana many 
more Indians are nt work on the Milk riv- 
er project, nnd later, when the government 
begins constructions in the Klamath basin, 
employment will be given to all Klamath 
Indians who desire to make from $1 to 
$2 n day. Possibly better pay will be 
granted to ilnwo who aro competent to 
earn more.

He wns one of those men who 
have constantly appeared, like evil ge- 
niuses, In Russian history just at the 
trme when conditions were more promis- 
ing for putting un end to despotism, to 
turn tbe Russian rulers from liberalism 
back into the paths of reaction. It wns 
he who became tbo guiding spirit of the 
reaction, after Nicholas II, had lisucd his 
famous manifesto, In tbe fall of 1905, 
promising the people n share In tbe gov- 
ernment. Holding the position of master 
of the palace, in league with the court 
plotters, who. were determined to restore 
the old regime, he constantly bad the Em- 
peror's ear, 

Tripoli's life wns many times attempted, 
but be always escaped. When the Grnnd 
Duke ScrgltiR was assassinated, lie wns 
mimed governor general of Moscow. Later 
Trepoff was summoned to St. Petersburg 
and given the command of tbe Imperial 
Guards and made governor general of tbe 
city. 

He look up his residence in the winter 
pnlaee and Wen me In fnct, if not in name, 
dictator of Russia. Anarchy prevailed 
when be nrrlved. An uprising on a large 
scale wan momentarily expected, Thou- 
sand* Imd fled tbe city, Rut, with Tre- 
poff in the saddle, the aspect of affairs 
changed.

Science has recently learned a good 
deal that wns previously unknown 
about the anatomy of e tree, nnd espe- 
cially about the circulatory system of 
tbe great plant, says tbe Technical- 
World Magazine". In order that It shall 
be healthy, It Is as necessary for a 
tree to have a good circulation as for 
a man. But hitherto nobody lias real- 
ized the activity of this function In the 
tree — an activity sufficiently evidenced 
by the fact thnt chemical substances In- 
jected Into cotton woods were delected 
In the sap of the topmost twigs, SO to 
40 feet above the bottle, -within 10 
hours, 

Some recent experiments at tbe 
North Dakota experiment station have 
bad for their object merely tbo feeding 
of poprly-nourlshcd young yecs, which, 
wben supplied with a bottle filled at 
frequent Intervals, appeared to suck 
In sustenance at a rapid rate. So far. 
Indeed, Is this tho case that It has been 
found possible to regulate to some ex- 
tent the growth of young trees by such 
means, retarding their development or 
making It more rapid as might be de- 
sired. It Is all n matter of food sup- 
ply, the "patient" under treatment 
showing a ready willingness to absorb 
extra provender and to utilize It In 
the building of plant tissues.

Switz- 
erland does not boast a single ceu- 
tonarlan, but Spain, with about 18,-

amazing figures como from that 
troublesome and turbulent region 
known as tho Balkan penlnBula, Servla 
has 513 persons who are moro than 
100 years old; Ttoumaula, 1,084, and 
Bulgarin, 3,883. .In 'other wordB, Bul- 
garia has a centenarian to evory 1,000 
inhabitants, and' thus holds the Inter- 
national record for old pooplo, In 
1892 alono there died In Bulgaria 350 
parsons who had exceeded the cen- 
tury.
